LEGUMINOUS LOGIC. 


What Would We Do Without the Suc- 
culent Spud? 


The humble potato is becoming al- 
most as much deserving the title of 
“the staff of life” as wheat. 4 bout two 
hundred miliion bushels a year are 
raised in America, and almost entirely 
for home consumption. The potato 
is a native of South America, where 
it grows wild. It belongs to a nu- 
merous tribe, many of whose members 
are deadly-poisons. The family name 
is Solanaceae, and has over 150 species, 
including theAleadly nightshade, bit- 
tersweet, henbane, jimson weed, bella- 
donna and atropa, the latter a very 
dangerous plant. A kindred tribe is 
the Nicotiana tamily, the first of which 
is tobacco. Another near relative is 
the tomato, also a native of South 
America. The potato is not a root 
proper, but a fleshy tuber, and the 
eyes are buds, the same as those of a 
plant. The great value of the potato 
as food is given it by its 2 per cent. 
of flesh forming substance and 21 per 
cent. of starch and fat forming mate- 
rial, Of the rest 75 per cent. is water. 
Chemically, tae potato is composed 
very nearly of the same matter as 
wheat, and in something like the same 
proportions. Its value as food is well 
shown in the fact that it was the prin- 
cipal support of the Irish people for 
two hundred years, aud at a time when 
they furnished the brawn and muscle 
to build railroads, dig canals, erect 
bouses and clear farms, furnishing 
the foundations for the wealth of 
every Eoglish speaking nation. The 
rich lively blood and abundant lung 
power rendering them able to stand 
all kinds of climates and an enormous 
amount ef fatigue. The failure of 
bread and rice to drive the potato off 
the table of even the most luxurious 
people shows what a great delicacy it 
would be considered if it were less 
abundant. A light warm loam is the 
best soil for a good yield and high 
quality, but it is pretty much at home 
every where. Rich prairie or clay 
ridges,drained swamps or newly clear- 
ed forests all have somethiog on which 
it. feeds and thrives. Land containing 
potash is always an abundant potato 
producer. Wood ashes are for this 
reason ao excellent fertilizer. It is 
doubtful if any other crop will pro- 
duce as much food as an acre in pota- 
toes and the fact that in spite of the 
bugs and fungi that have sprung up 
to retard its growth it is constantly 
improving in size, quality aod pro- 
ductiveness.

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Bromide District, Nevada.

Bromide district is in the south- 
western corner of Nye county, Ne- 
vada, about eight miles west of the 
dividing line separating the States of 
California and Nevada. Until De- 
cember last but two mines were ksown 
on the range of mountains in which 
the discoveries of the last three months 
have been made. The first location 
was made about eighteen months ago 
by Eugene Lander of Los Angeles 
re and Albert Rowland of La 
Puente. 

The ledge is called the Blue Mon- 
ster, from the immense size of the out- 
crop and color of the ore; and well is. 
it named, for on the surface is ex posed 
thousands of tons of rich silver-bear- 
i in some places over 100 
foet in width and 1,000 feet in length. 
This large body of ore carries black 
metal, or patunco, with bromides and 
cblorides thickly interspersed throogh- 
out the entire length ot the surface 
exposure. This mine is only about 
one-half mile from water and is easy 
of access. 

Subsequent discoveries were made 
ia the month of December, January 
and February by à party of prospect- 
ors from Lake district, Cal., consi-ting 
of Messrs. Robinson, Hart, Casey and 
Parker. The ledges were found in a 
low belt, or range of mountains lying 
on the east side of the Arm river, 
and exteod northerly and southerly 
for a distance of about 14 miles, dis- 
tant about 90 miles northerly from 
Resting Springs and about 45 miles 
sogtherly from Gold Mountain, Es- 
méralda county, Nev. Wherever the 
White belt or zone in which the ore 
bodies are found is exposed, rich 
deposita show themselves upon the 
wurface. Within the next 10 days 
some 15 other distinct ledges were 
found, moat prominent among which 
were the Paymaster, Robinson & Hart 
and Parker & Casey mines, Samples 
from the Paymaster, taken at random 
from the surface show nasaye fe high 
as 1400 per ton in silver, These three 
last mentioned mines have tons of the 
ofe @xpored upon the surface, whieh 
cad be easily extracted,
